EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. The application has been amended as follows: In claim 1 2, line 1 5, delete 
"shape-imparting" and insert "steering." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -1 2 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a catheter with a steering mechanism and a closed tubular 
member with electrode conductors in the catheter wall , where the proximal ends of the 
tubular member and steering mechanism are releasably connectable to the distal end of 
the control device. The closest prior art, in addition to that already discussed in the 
record, is US Patent 6,221 ,070 B1 to Tu et al. with electrode conductors explicitly in the 
lumen, US Patent 5,861 ,024 A to Rashidi with the releasable connection at the proximal 
end of the control device, and US Patent 5,396,902 A to Brennen et al. that discloses a 
steering stylet and removable handle for tubular devices with conductors in the lumen. 
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6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
